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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendments to claims 18 and 20 raise the new issues by adding the limitation "receiving a data 
stream containing commercials and detecting said commericals in the data stream." This new limitation was not in any of the dependent 
claims for claims 18 and 20 and requires further consideration/search. 

Regarding claim 1, Applicant alleges that Khoo does not disclose detecting the commercials in data stream and extracting descriptive 
information from the detected commercials in the data stream. Examiner respectfully disagree. Examiner used Dupuis et al to reject this 
limitation in the previous rejection. Dupuis discloses (abstract) that the system detects and extracts advertising segments from a video 
signal. Dupuis further discloses (110025-110026) that the snatcher in the system reads the database that scanned the video stream to 
extract advertisement and creates/stroes contain information about advertising. Also, Philyaw discloses (col.6, lines 12-18, 64-65) that the 
device extracts audio information within the received audio signal. 

Furthermore, Applicant alleges that Philyaw does not disclose receiving a data stream having commericals therein. This limitation wasn't 
part of the claim before and never considered before. However, Dupuis discloses (abstract and 110007) that the system receives video 
signal with the advertising segments. 

Regarding claim 12, Applicant alleges that Frerichs does not disclose the obtaining preference information step comprises obtaining 
information identifying at least one music track. Frerichs discloses (col.2, lines 33-37) that the ads have beenbased upon a user profile, 
where user profile is derived from a selected music channel. 

Claims were rejected based on the reference as a whole and not just the particular columns/lines sighted by the Examiner. 
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
